Ttiis memorandum is submitted upon /the request of Inspector 
Thomas J. Kelley for the purpose /of ascertaining .whether 
the questioning of liarloa OswaltT by the Kepoxti^ Agent was 
ever conducted in the presence of James Mar tin y her Busi- 
ness tianager. Inspector Kelley arSb requested the Sepcarting 
Agent to relate any cooveraations, in which he participated 
as translator, occurring ^tween Marina Oswald, James Martin 
and Attorney John Thom,A eIative to any business trans- 
actions. 

The first time the K^orting Agent met James Martin was on/ 
the afternoon of Moveober 27, 1963, at the S:U Fla:js Inn/ 
/vriington, Xeacas, At this time Marina Oswal^'was bei'g' 
questioned by FBI Special Agents Hosty and BrtKm, The 
Reporting Agent participated as translator only. Tne meet- 
ing was very brief and no conversation occurred between the 
Reporting Agent and Martin, other than Martin stated that he 
was sorry for Marina Oswald and that he was doing everything 
to luaKe her comfortable at the Ixui, The following day, which 
was Tuanksgiving Day, the Rq)orting Agent translated conver- 
sations between Marina Dsvald and Martin in connection with 
the Thanksgiving Day dinner given by the Martin’s at their 
residence for Marina Oswald, The IS^orting Agent was not 
at the dimer. 

On November 29, 1963, the Reporting Agent intervi^d Marina 
Oswald at the Six Flags Inn concerning Lee O^ld / / Follow- 
ing this interview the Reporting Agent translated/to Marina 
Oswald various suggestions made by Robert Osaaldvend James ' 
Martin concerning the request of the Rosehill Cemetery 
officials for the removal of the body of Lee Oswald ftom his 
grave. This reqtiest was made by the officials because of 
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threats received by them conceriiing the dislntextaeiit and 
destruction of the body of Lee Oswald* Marina Oswald re- 
luctantly agreed to the cremation of Oswald’s body provided 
the ceoetery officials would assume the expenses incurred* 
including the burial um and all subsequent expenses 
connected therewith. Ihiring this interview Marina Oswald 
requested Che ileporting Agent to translate to James Hartin 
her appreciation of the TbanStsgivlas Day dinner at the 
Martin hocoe. She also ashed the Reporting Agent to eai^egs 
her gratitude for their Itindness and hospitality and further 
wished to know If the Martin family liked her. Apparently 
a previous offer had been made by the Martin *^8 to Marina 
Oswald Co move into their home and oecome a part of their 
household. Apparently Marina Oswald bad accepted this 
invitation at a previous time. The Reporting Agent was not 
present at the time the conversation concerning hex living 
with the Martin’ s took place. Marina Oswald, after learning 
frcaa the Reporting Agent’s translation of Mr. Kartin's 
assurance that his family liked her, then wished to know 
how long she might remain with the Martin’s and under what 
conditions. James Ifertin stated that she could stay with 
them as long as she wished, that they wished no cotspenaatioa 
from her other than helping around the house, Althou;^ 
arrangements had been made to move her into the Martin 
household that night, Marina Oswald requested this be post- 
poned until the following day. 

A.t the conclusion of the conversation between Marina Oswald, 
Robert Oswald and James Martin, Robert Oswald told the j 
Reporting Agent of his personal dislike of Rpth gfline.v 
Robert Oswald also mentioned his mother’s dislike of Rath 
Paine and stated that they did not wish Karina to have any- 
thing further to do with Ruth Paine. He did not elaborate 
on his reasons, merely stating that Mrs. Paine was a bad 
influence on Marina, At this particular time Marina indicated 
that she would do anything Robert wished her to do and stated 
that she trusted Robert conp lately. 
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On HoveKibear 30, 1963, Harina Oswald and her two cbiXdreo, 
accoei^enied by tb® Reporting Agent, were transported by 
Janes islarttn In his autofflobile frc© the Six Flags Inn to 
the Ksrtin residence, located at 11611 Farrar Street, Dallas, 
Texas. During this ride the Reporting Agent questioned Katina 
concerning Lee Oswald in the presence of Jo^ Martin who 
was driving the car. Upon arrival at the Martin residence, 
the Reporting Agent taet Mrs. James Martin 'wo appeared some- 
what perturbed with Marina's presence m the household 
because of the neighbors' possible feelings of animosity 
toward her. Mrs, Martin suggested changing Marina’s appear- 
ance, changing her name, etc. Jemes Martin mentioned at 
this time that he was encountering difficulty with the local 
banks in Dallas in opening a bank account under the name of 
Marina Oswald. Uowevsr, he st^ed that he had found a solu- 
tion with one of the banks whOTeln he would open an seeount 
in the name of Marina Martin »a.nd would negotiate the dona- 
tion checks by endorsing then in his name and then d^oslt- 
ing the cash to Marina’s account. This use. of a pseudonym 
for her bank account name appeared agreeable at this time 
to Marina Oswald. During this same afternoon the Reporting 
Agent suggested to James Martin that he obtain the services 
of a professional translator Co translate tnmetoua letters 
and correspondence received by Marina Oswald, and further 
suggested to Martin that he find a reputable lawyer Co 
transact her legal affairs and a c'Cmpetent financial adviser 
to as8i.3t in her business affairs. 

On the following days of Decesaber Ij 2 and 3, Marina Oswald 
was interrogated by the Reporting Agent concerning Lee 
Oswald’ 3 background and al^ eoacemlng the attempted assas- 
sination of ( general Walkejy by Lee Oswald. These interviews 
were solely c^emed with fact finding on the assassination. 
During, these days of interrogation Marina Oswald Indicated 
apparent satisfaction with her life at the Martin household, 
and strongly indicated her trust of Mr. Martin in his hand- 
ling of her affairs, Mr. Martin was not present at any of 
the above interviews.

Thom for somecime and that Mr, Thom was willing to 
handle Marina's legal affairs, Mr, Thom iitsBediately asked 
the Reporting Agent whether Marina Oswald had been involved 
in any criminal actions with her husband as be. Thorn, was not 
a criminal lawyer. Mr. 'Kiorn stated he was willing to re- 
present Marina Oswald only in connection with her personal 
business affairs. The Reporting Agent told Mr. Thom that 
insofar as Marina was concerned at present there were no 
indications that she had been involved in her husband's 
ai ::ged assassination of President Kennedy. However, the 
Reporting Agent stated that It was entirely to Mr. Martin 
whether he chose to accept Karina Oswald as bis clisoit. 

Mr, Them stated that he could not represent tlarlna without 
cosxpensation and also suggested at that time that Mr. James 
Martin be appointed by Marina as her Business Manager. Marina 
Oswald agreed to have Mr, Thom act as her representative in 
legal matters and also agreed to have Mr. Martin as her 
Business Manager, Upon ihr.

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Hanager, Isir, Martin stated that he actually wanted only lOt 
as his fee and. the additional 5% was to be considered as 
incidental expenses in ooimection with fiioding writers for 
Msriaa’s stories, etc. Mr, Martin was asked by the Report- 
ing Agent if the above percentage fees were based on monies 
roesived by Marina Oswald from various contribution and dona- 
tions from people tbrou^oat the united States, Mr. Martin 
stated that even though the contracts drawn up by Mr, Thom 
seemed to indicate this would be the case, that it cwild 
be specifically stated la the contracts that the contracts 
did not refer to monies received as donations and contriini- 
tlOQs,. and it would be a simple matter to so correct the 
contracts. The Reporting Agent stated that it was not his 
duty nor within the sphere of his work to become involved 
in Marina Oswald' s personal affairs or affairs of a busi- 
ness nature. The Reporting Agent further stated that this 
telephone conversation would be related in full to Marina 
Oswald, When the above infonaatlon was reported to Karina 
Oswald, she stated that she had seen the contracts but that 
she had not understood tiiem. However, the terms as related 
to her were agreeable ae to the percentages as she felt that 
if the parties involved could make money for themselves, It 
would mean stcsiey for her, too. Again the Reporting Agent 
suggested she obtain the services of an interpreter or 
translator frooi ameng her Russian friends to assist her 
in going over the contracts before she signed them. She 
stated that she trusted both Mr. Martin and Mr, Thom 
implicitly. 

On December 10, 1963, Iteina Oswald advised the Reporting 
Agent Chat she had signed the contracts the previous evening.

It should be stated in this report that the Reporting Agent 
heard no other conversations, either directly or indirectly, 
between Marina Oswald, Mr. Thom and Mr, Martin, while in 
Dallas other than herein stated. Further, it was the obser- 
vation of the Reporting Agent that during his stay in Dallas 
there seeocd to be pleasant and affable relati<aui betwam 
the parties involved.

Immediately after the shooting, the Dallas Police converged on- the 
i®2^.?--‘'^hhqql_Eook Depos^^m and ascertained that Lee Harvey Oswald had 
noo returned 1.0 work at the depository after having been seen departing 
from the building by other employees shortly after the shooting. Be- 
tween 12:43 P.M. and 12:45 P.i>l. a description of the person wanted in 
the shooting was broadcast by the Dallas police. The wanted notice 
described the suspect as slender, v^hite, male, about 30, 5'/ 10", I65 
lbs . , reportedly armed with a 30 caliber rifle . 

At about 1:17 P.M. Dallas police received a call from a citizen 
using a police radio from cruiser 10 stating that an officer had been 
shot in the 400 block of E. 10th Street. 

At l:l8 P.M. the Dallas police had broadcast a report that an 
officer had been involved in a shooting in the 400 block of E,. 10th 
Street. Officers responding to this call discovered that Officer J. D. 
Tippit of the Dallas Police Department had been shot by a man answering 
the description of the suspected assassin broadcast earlier.. Witnesses 
stated that Oswald had been walking along vrest on the south side of 
10th Street when Officer Tippit, driving east on 10th Street, pulled 
alongside and spoke to him. Oswald leaned on the open windov; of the 
stopped police car and said something to the officer.

Their telephone number is 
TA3-2219. He is en^jloyed as a packer at SANGER-HARRIS DEPARBiENT STORE 
and she, as a draftsman at the DALLAS POT-JER & LIGHT CCS4PANy. 

MRS. MELLER, stated that she and GEORGE BOUHE went to a small 
party at the residence of PETER GREGORY in Fort Worth during the summer 
of 1962, where they met LEE HARVEY and MARINA OSWALD. She and BOUHE 
visited the OSWALDS at 2703 Mercedes in Fort Worth two or three times 
after that to talce them food and clothing. OSl-JALD became very belliger- 
ent on these occasions, saying that' he didn» t need or want help from 
anyone. MRS. MELLER also said that she saw the book, "CAPITAL", which 
was written by KARL MARX, during one of these visits at OSWALD'S house 
and became vei*y woiried about it. SUBJECT said he checked with the FBI 
and they told him that OSVJALD was all right. 

SUBJECT stated that a friend of his, MRS. CUNNINGHAM \ri.th the 
TEXAS EMPLOYMENT CCMilSSION, helped OSWALD get a job with a photo 
engraving company in Dallas in October of 1962. When SUBJECT told 
OS'-tIALD that he should thank her for getting him the job, he said, "Why

On or about November 5# 1962, MARINA telephoned MRS, MELLER and 
told her that T-EE HARVEY had beat her i;ip and she had left him.

Arrangements were made.- for the performance of the autopsy 
by . the U. S, Navy and Secret Service. 



The President's body was removed from the casket in which it : 
had been transported and was placed on the autopsy table, at 
which time the complete body was wrapped in a sheet and the 
head area contained an additional wrapping which v/as saturated 
with blood. Following the removal of the wrapping, it was 
asQSPtalned that the President's clething had been removed 
and lt_^was also apparent that a tracheotomy had been performed, 
as well as surgery of the head area, namely, in the top of 
the skull. All personnel with the exception of medical 
officers needed in the taklhg of photographs and X-Rays were 
requested to leave the autopsy room and remain in an adjacent ' 
room . 



Upon completion of X-Rays and photographs, the first incision 
was made at 8:15 p.m. X-Rays of the brain area which v;ere 
developed and returned to the autopsy room disclosed a path 
of a missile which appeared to enter the back of the skull 
and the path of the disintegrated fragments could be observed 
along the right side of the skull. The largest section of 
this missile as portrayed by' X-Ray appeared to be behind the ■ 
right frontal sinus . The ^next largest fragment appeared to 
be at the rear of the skull at the Juncture of the skull bone. 

The Chief Pathologist advised approximately 40 particles of ■ 
disintegrated bullet and smudges indicated that the projectile 
had fragmentized while passing through the skull region. 
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■ purlj^ the autopoy inspection of the area of the brain, 
two fragments of metal v^ere removed by Dr. HUMES, namely, ' ’• 

. one fragment measuring 7x2 millimeters, vfhlch was removed 
from the right side of the brain. An additional fragment of : 
metal measuring 1x3 millimeters was also removed from this 
area, both of which were placed in a glass Jar containing a 
black metal top which were thereafter marked for identification 
the signing of a proper receipt were transported • 
, by Bureau agents to the FBI Laboratory. 

IHxrlng the latter stages of this autopsy. Dr. HUMES located 
an opening which appeared to be a bullet hole which was belov/ ' 
the shoulders and two inches to the right of the middle line 
of the spinal column. 

, This opening was probed by Dr. HUIffiS with the finger, at which 
time it was determined that the trajectory of the missile 
enterl^ at this point had entered at a downvfard position of 
45 to 60 degrees. Further probing determined that the distfJice 
travelled by this missile was a short distance inasmuch as the 
end of the opening could be felt with the finger. 

Inasmuch as no complete bullet of any size could be located in 
the brain area and likewise no bullet could be located in the 
back or any other area of the body as determined by total 
body X-Rays and inspection revealing there was no point' of 
exit, the individuals performing the autopsy were at a loss 
to explain why they could find no bullets. 

A call was made by Bureau agents to the Firearms Section of ■ 
■the FBI Laboratory, at which time SA CHARLES L. KILLION advised 
that the Laboratory had received through Secret Service 
Agent RICHARD JOHNSON a bullet which had reportedly been found 
on a stretcher in the emergency room of Parkland Hospital, 
Dallas, Texas, This stretcher had also contained a stethescope 
and pair of nibber gloves. Agent JOHNSON had advised the 
Laboratory that it had not been ascertained v/hether or not 
•this was the stretcher v/hlch had been used to transport the 
body of President KENNEDY. Agent KILLION further described 
this bullet as pertaining to a 6.5 millimeter rifle v/hich 
would be approximately a 25 caliber rifle and that this bullet ’ 
consisted of a copper alloy full Jacket. 

Immediately following receipt of this information, this' was 
made available to Dr. HUMES who advised that in his opinion 
this accounted for no bullet being located which had entered 
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the back region and that since external cardiac massage had 
been performed at Parkland Hospital, it v/as entirely possible • 
that through such movement the bullet had worked its way 
back out of the point of entry and had fallen on the 
stretcher. !:■. 

Also during the latter stages of the autopsy, a piece of the ^ 
Blcull measuring 10 x 6.5 centimeters was brought to Dr. HUMES 
who was instructed that this had been removed from the Presi- ' 
dent's skull. Immediately this section of skull v/as X-Rayed, ' 
at which time it was deterrmined by Dr, HUMES that one corner 
of this section revealed minute metal particles and inspection 
of this same area disclosed a chipping of the top portion 
of this piece, both of which Indicated that this had been 
the point of exit bullet entering thV skull region. 

On the basis of the latter two developments. Dr. HUMES 
stated that the pattern was clear that the one bullet had 
entered the President's back and had worked its w^ out of the 
body during external cardiac massage and that a second high 
velocity bullet had entered the rear of the slcull and had 
fragmentized prior to exit through the top of the skull. 

He further pointed out that X-Rays had disclosed numerous

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RESULTS OF AUTOPSY ON JOHN F. KENNEDY 

On November 23, 1963, an autopsy was performed on the 
body of former President JOHN F. KENNEDY at the National Naval 
Medical Center, Bethesda, Maryland. A total body X-ray and 
autopsy revealed one bullet hole located just below shoulders 
to right of spinal column and hand-probing indicated trajectory 
at angle of 45 to 60 degrees downward and hole of short depth 
with no point of exit. No bullet located in body. 

A second bullet entered back of head and thereafter em- 
erged through top of skull. Two metal fragments removed from 
brain area, the first 7x2 millimeters and the other 3 by 1 
millimeters in size. 

The above two metal fragments were turned 6ver to 
Agents of the FBI for delivery to the FBI Laboratory. 

A piece of skull measuring 10 by 6.5 centimeters had 
been flown in to Bethesda from Dallas hospital and this disclosed 
minute metal fragments where bullet emerged from skull. 

With respect to the bullet hole located in the back, 
pathologist at National Naval Medical Center was of the opinion 
this bullet worked its way out of the victim’s back during cardiac 
massage performed at Dallas hospital prior to transportation of the 
body to Washington. 

With respect to this situation, it is noted that 
Secret Service Agent RICHARD JOHNSON turned over to the FBI 
Laboratory one 6.5 millimeter rifle bullet (approximately .25 
caliber), copper alloy, full jacket, which he advised was found 
on a stretcher in the emergency room of the Dallas hospital to 
which the vicjtira was taken, JOBNSOS was unable to advise whether 
stretcher on which this bullet was found had been used for the 
President.

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On November 27, 1963, the FBI Laboratory advised that 
a piece of bone reportedly located near where President KENNEDY 
was shot had been x-rayed and examined microscopically for bullet 
metals, but none were found. 

A small amount of blood appearing on the surface 
of the bone was determined to be of human origin but was too 
limited in amount for grouping purposes. This bone fragment 
was delivered to Admiral GEORGE BURKLEY, Physician to the 
President at the White House, according to the FBI Laboratory 
letter.

It will be noted that information contained in 
the interview with WILLIAM 0, STINSON on November 22, 

1963, based upon information fu.rhi&hed by him, reflected 
the metal fragment in question removed from the Governor's 
body . was lodged in the Governor's left thigh. 

In intervievfs with Doctor CHARLES FRANCIS 
GREGORY and Surgery Supervisor AUDREY BELL, a determination 
was made that the metal fragment in question was actually 
removed from the Governor's right arm and that no surgery 
was performed in connection with the wound in his left 
thigh 
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Doctor CHARLES FRANCIS GREGORY, Parkland 
Hospital, stated he and Doctor TOM SHIRES and other staff 
physicians performed surgery on Governor JOHN CONNALLY 
on November 22 , 19^3 . He stated surgery performed by 
him was done -on the Governor’s right arm, and that he 
removed from the arm a small fragment of metal. He

I am transmitting a report by Chief James J. Rowley of the 
United States Secret Service, dated December 18, 1963, on the 
assassination of President- Kennedy . 

The report covers the advance preparations of the Secret 
Service for the Presidential visit to Dallas on November 22, 1963, 
and its activities on that day in Dallas . It does not include 
investigative activities by the Secret Service to ascertain or 
to assist in ascertaining the identity of the President's killer 
or his motives. Ve have made available, and will continue to make 
available, to the F.B.I. all reports on such activities. 

This report discloses a number of aspects of the Secret 
Service's operations which are not general public knowledge. 

The Secret Service is concerned lest detailed disclosure of its 
procedures might facilitate a future attempt on the life of the 
President. Therefore, I should like to ask that before the 
Commission makes public any of the material in this report, you 
consult with our General Counsel, G. d'Andelot Belin.

The President and Mrs. Kennedy then walked down a receiving 
line, shaking hands with fifteen to twenty persons of the local 
conmittee.. The First Lady was presented with a bouquet of red 
roses, and the President with two charcoal drawings in a leather 
frame which he handed to' SA Landis to hold. Tne President and 
Mrs. Kennedy then walked over to a lady seated in a wheelchair be- 
tween the airplane and the chain link fence where the crowd was . 
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At this speed, and in the absence of heavy crowds, end since the 
people did not con- into the street SA's Hill end Reedy were on 
the running boards of the follow-up car. 

V<nen the President's car had proceeded epproxiraately two 
hundred feet down Elm Street having turned left onto Elm Street 
from Houston Street, there was a sharp report. Exhibit 11 
consists of two photo graphs which show the Elm-Houston Street area and 
the Texas School Bock Depositor-/ Building. The reactions and 
actions of the agents in the cars ere summarized below on 
the basis of statements which each made as soon as practicable 
after the event. These statements, along with others obtained 
from lc,w eno-orcement ofiicsrs vjno were a part of the motorcade, 
have not been edited or changed since they were given, and they 
are made a part of this report as Exhibit 12. T’ney represent 
the immediate recollections of tire agents and officers present. 

A. The lead car 

SA Lawson , sitting in the front right-hand seat, gave the 
signal over the Secret Service radio that they ware five minutes 
from the Trade Mart when the lead car reached the corner of 
Houston and Elm Streets. He noted the overpass under which his 
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(2) SAIC Sorrels . -- As tha laotorcade turned into Elm Street, 
Sorrels haard SA Lawson make the announcement in the lead car that 
the motorcade was about fiva minutes away from tha Trade Mart. 

He had noted just previously that they would not be over about 
five minutes late for their scheduled arrival. Ha looked up at 
•the overpass and saw a policeman and others on the overpass . 

Whan the lead car was about three-fourths of the distance 
between the Houston and Elm Street intersection and the underpass, 
he heard what sounded like a rifla shot and cried, 'Vhat's that?" 
as he turned to his right to look in the direction of the terrace 
on the right and the Texas School Book Depository Building. He 
thought tha sound had come from that direction. Almost immediately 
he heard two more sounds which he t-/as sure were shots and he 
yelled, "Let's get out of here I" He again looked to the right to 
see if he could observe the source of the shots. He noted that 
the President's car had accelerated and was pulling up almost 
alongside the lead car. A m.otorcycle escort pulled alongside 
and Chi£|f Curry asked and was told that someone was hurt. Tha 
Chief immediately broadcast to his man to surround the School 
Book Depository Building and they ware instructed to proceed to 
t he n ear e s t hospital.

I. ■ THE ASSASSINATION 
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President John Fitzgerald Kennedy was assassinated in Dallas, 
Texas, at approximately 12:29 p. m.. (CST) on November 22, 1963. 

At the time, the President was en route from Love Field to the 
Trade Mart in Dallas to address a luncheon sponsored by several 
civic groups. Among those in the motorcade with the President were 
his wife. Vice. President and Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson, and Texas 
Governor John B. Connally and his wife. 

A. Assassin in Building ' 

: As the. motorcade was traveling through downtown Dallas on 
Elm Street about fifty yards west of the intersection with Houston 
Street (Exhibit 1), three shots rang out. Two bullets struck 
President Kennedy, and one wounded Governor Connally. The 
President, who slumped forward in the car, was rushed to Parkland 
Memorial Hospital, where he was pronounced dead at 1:00 p. m. 

Eyewitnesses at the scene of the shooting saw an individual 
holding a rifle in a sixth-floor window of the Texas School Book 
Depository Building located on the corner of Houston and Elm Streets. 
One individual stated that after he heard what he bebeved to be a • 
second shot, he looked up, and saw this man take deliberate aim with 
a rifle and fire in the direction of the Presidential motorcade as it 
passed. ( Exhibit 2) 




Cartridges Fired in Oswald's Rifle 

Three empty cartridge cases were found near the window from 
which the shots were fired on the sixth floor of the building. These 
cartridge cases were examined by the FBI Laboratory, and it was 
determined that all three had been fired in the rifle owned by Oswald. 
(Exhibit 22) 

Immediately after President Kennedy and Governor Connally 
were admitted to Parkland Memorial Hospital, a bullet was found on 
. one of the stretchers. Medical examination of the President's body ■ > 
revealed that one of the bullets had entered just below his shoulder 
to the right of the spinal column at an angle of 45 to 60 degrees downward, 
that there was no point of exit, and that the bullet was not in the body. 

An examination of this bullet by the FBI Laboratory determined that 
it had been fired from the rifle owned by Oswald. (Exhibit 23) 

Bullet fragments found in the automobile in which President 
Kennedy was riding were examined in the FBI Laboratory. It was 
definitely established, from markings on two of the fragnrents, that 
they had been fired from the rifle owned by Oswald. (Exhibit 24)

I. FBI Laboratory Examination 



A. President’s Clothinr^ 

The FBI Laboratory has determined that the bullets used 
in the assassination of President Kennedy on November 22, 1963, 
were a military type manufactured by the Vfestern Cartridge 
Company, East Alton, Illinois, These bullets have solid noses 
with full copper alloy jackets and lead cores.

C. Paper Bag 

The FBi Laboratory examined the brow'n wrapping paper in 
the shape of a long bag which was found near the window from 
which the shots were fired. It was determined that the v/rapping 
papCi and the three~incn maniia tape used to construct the bag 
were the same as that used by the Texas School Book Depository. 
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The bag was examined for any evidence of the outline of a rifle 
but no significant indentations were found. Dismantled, 
Oswald’s rifle will fit into this paper bag, 

D. Bullet, Fragments 

Several tiny fragments of lead were recovered from the 
President's head and his limousine, and one was recovered 
rrcm Governor Connaliy's arm. However, these fragments were 
too small for the FBI Laboratory to effect an identification 
with any weapon. 

Examination of the limousine also disclosed that the 
v/indshield v/as cracked and there was a dented area in the 
windshield chrome molding at the top near the center which 
may have been caused by bullet fragments.

The V/arreh Commission nad its findings conceniir.g 
rhc- assassination of President Kennedy currently are being severely 
erielcined. The conclusions of the Commission, especially. i:s cei,- 
eiusiv.n :ha: Lee Harvey Gsv/ald acted alone in the assassination, have 
bovn openly challenged. . ■ 

In support of their speculations, some of the critics 
allege, among other things, that there is a ''conflict” between portions 
of two PBI reports and the official autopsy report regarding the w'ou n.ds 
found in the President's body. 

VHiile there is a difference in the information reportr.d t;y 
the P3I and the information contained in the autopsy report coimerning 
the wounds, there is no conflict.

At your suggestion we have set forth below specific 
questions which have occurred to us while working on the 
chronology. Vie have not Included such broad areas of inquiry 
as Oswald's Me:>cican trip or Ruby's Cuban trip, etc. In all 
probability many of these items 'may have already been con- 
sidered. However, some of them may be v;orthy of further 
study or action. 

1. Jack Ruby maintained a safe-deposit box (No. 448 ) 
at the Merchants’ State Bank in Dallas. In Commission //36, 
page 379 it states that Captain V/ill Fritz accompanied by 
Detective B. L. Shenkle and V/llliam P. Alexander, Assistant 
District Attorney, Dallas County, opened Ruby's safe-deposit 
box. It' was empty. Virtually all banks require individuals 
opening safe-deposit boxes to sign a book or sheet. However, 
it is obvious that under certain circumstances this could be 
circumvented. Therefore, in view of the box being empty, 
perhaps it v.’ould be desirable to make inquli'les of bank per- 
sonnel to determine if any access was had to the box by 
unknown persons in the interim period between Ruby's last 
recorded entry into the box and Captain Frits' examination of 
the box? 

2. No fingerprints were found on the three spent 
cartridge casings found by the window. VJould the firing of a 
cartridge of this type in the rifle have the effect of removing 
prints from the cartridge casing? 

3. Oswald was taken into custody by the Dallas police 
at approximately 2:00 p,m..on November 22, 1953. He remained 
in their custody until he was shot at approximately 11; 2p on 
November 24, I983. Does" the Commission have any direct testi- 
mony or information from the individuals who were guarding 

him regarding his comments, actions, etc., as distinguished 
from official statements by Dallas police spokesmen, most of 
which seera to be in the nature of a summary?

Viho would they talk to about the 
President's proposed visit, (it would seem most natural for 
people not trained in security matters to discuss a matter of 
this type.) V.’ould any of these people knovj any of the 
individuals associated with Osv.-ald? 

13. Na*. Riggs, landlord' at 2703 Marsalis Street, 

Port Vvorzh, has stated that Post Office inspectors made inquir- 
i'egardlng subversive literature reported received 
at that address while the Oswalds occupied that premises. Is 
there any detailed Information regarding this? 

14. Did Oswald ever make a tape recording for Radio 
Moscow, and, if so, was it broadcast? (See FBI Exhibit No. 43, 
Volume 2 of Commission No. 1.) 

15. According to the available report (Commission 5, 
p-270) on October 17, 19^52, the Oswald baby was baptized at 
the Greek Orthodox Church, 4203 Newton Street, Dallas, Texas, 

At that time Marina Oswald was reportedly residing with 
Elena Hall. A chock of church records v;ould verify this and 
would provide a firm date in connection with establishing the 
actual period during which Marina resided at the Hall 
residence.

Dear Mr, Rankin: 

At your request we have examined the tape relating 
to President Kennedy’s assassination. We made 
spectrograms for a period of 7.79 seconds and found 
no evidence of non voiced noise before the occurance 
of ^ event #1 shown on figures 4A and 4B. If this event, 
which appears as a short duration spike, is a gun 
shot, it is followed by three other non voiced noises 
with different acoustic characteristics. The other 
noi.ses occur ,86 second, 1.035 seconds and 1.385 se- 
conds after event # 1 . 

Events //2, #3, and #4 are of longer duration showing 
three resonance bands which appear to be harmonically 
related. These events possibly are reverberation 
noises generated by event #1. Events #5 and #6 may 
or may not be related to the preceeding events. If 
not, we cannot account for them. 

V/e continued the tape analysis for 5.04 seconds after 
event #6 with finding any non voiced noises.

A copy of the 
autopsy report on Officer J. D. Tippit was requested at that time but 
Dr. Rose stated that he did not have his report ready as yet, but that he 
would have it completed and I would be able to obtain a copy on December 10 , 

1963. 

Dr. Rose infonned me at that time that the officer was hit with four shots 
but that only three of the bullets penetrated and tho fourth bullet apparently 
hit a button on the officer's coat and this kept it from penetrating the body.

5. Brown paper which was found at what was' believed 
to be the point of firing of the fatal bullets 
used in the assassination . This paper possibly 
may have been used to carry above rifle to the 
scene of the building from v;hich it was fired. '

Eastern Standard Time, November 23, 1963. I was accompanied 
aboard this flight by the crew and U. S. Secret Service 
Agent WINSTON LAWSON. Upon arriving In Washington, D. C., 

I Immediately delivered this evidence to the office of 
Assistant Director IVAN CONRAD of the FBI Laboratory In

At 1;12 p.m., November 22, 1963} Lieutenant J. C, Day, t^B 91 and Detective 
R. L. Studebaker, arrived at U-ll Elm Street in response to a call from 

the Police Dispatcher. Detectives vJ. B, Hicks, //A-1 and H. R. Williams, 
#757 arrived about 3^00 p.m, to assist in the investigation of the shooting 
of President John F. Kennedy on Offense f/^860^. 

Lieutenant Day and Detective Studebaker on arrival were directed to the 
sixth floor of the Texas School Book Depository Building. Three spent 
rifle shells had been found in the southeast corner of the building. 

Photographs were taken of the three hulls as found. They were checked for 
prints, marked for identification and released to Detective R. M. Sims, 

#529 of the Homicide Bureau. The hulls were 6.5 caliber and no legible 
prints were found. 

About l:2p p.m., Captain J. W. Fritz, #9 directed Lieutenant Day to the 
northv/est portion of the sixth floor where a rifle had been found between 
some cartons near the stairs. Photographs were taken of the rifle as 
found, then it was picked up by Lieutenant Day in such a way as to destroy 
no fingerprints that might be present. With Lieutenant Day holding the 
gun.

It is found to 
notch the undersurface of the seventh rib at the

this region, however, the left lung is not penetrated. 

The course is found to go from left to right and back- 
ward. In its course it is found to strike the anterior 
edge of the spleen and there is a cruciate laceration 
of the spleen measuring approximately 1.5 x 2 cm. The 
missile is found to penetrate the stomach along the 
greater curvature of the body of the stomach, the 
penetration measuring 9 mm. It exits from the stomach

"injury is noted. The thyroid gland is not remarkable 
grossly. 

"LUNGS: The trachea and bronchi are not remarkable. 

The right lung is quite wall aerated. The left lung 
is atelectatic. The peribronchial tissue is not 
remarkable, however, there is hemorrhage in -the posterior 
mediastinvun. 

"HEART: Examination of the right atrium as well as the 

right ventricle and a pulmonary artery shows frothing 
bubbles. The "bpi card ium is markedly congested with 
petechial hemorrhages , more marked over the 3a ft 
ventricular portion. The heart weighs 330 gm. There 
are a few subendocardial petechial hemorrhages. Along 
the anterior right ventricular surface there is a single 
suture. This is in the epicardial fat. The right 
ventricle measures 2 to 3 mm., the left 1.2 to 1.3 mm. 

The valvular circumferences are as follows: aortic

PORTACAVAL SYSTEM: Examination of the portacaval 

system is made. There is frothing blood in the 
portacaval system. Extensive hemorrhage is noted to 
surround this, particularly in the region of the pancreas. 
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"PANCREAS: The pancreas is surrounded hy hemorrhage. 

The parenchyma of the pancreas is not penetrated and 
the ductal system is not remarkable. 

"SPLEEN: The spleen weighs 200 gm. The penetration 

of the sp!|^n has previously boon described. 

"DIAPHRAGMS: The penetrations of the diaphragms have 

previously been described. 

"RETROPERITONEAL TISSUE: There is massive hemorrhage. 

"GREAT VESSELS: The penetration of the aorta h^s 

previously been described. The aorta is otherwise smooth 
and elastic. There is extensive periaortic hemorrhage 
vhich extends above the diaphragm in the posterior 
mediastinal tissue. 

"KIDNEYS: The kidneys weigh 450 gm. The destruction 

to the right kidney has previously been described. The 
capsule strips with slight difficulty. 'The' cortical 
surfaces are smooth and pale. The corticomedullary 
junction is indistinct. The cortices measure 5 to 7 mm. 
There is hemorrhage into the parenchyma with destruction 
of the right kidney as previously described. The pane— 
tratl^bn of the calyces has also been described .
